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NOTICE:  Please  submit  reports  of  all  sightings  of  species  and  natural  communities  listed  in  this 
checklist  on  the  forms  provided  in  the  back  of  this  checklist.  Special  criteria  apply  to  birds  and  reports 
should  follow  the  guidelines  listed  in  Appendix  A. 


INTRODUCTION 

The  Department  of  Conservation  is  charged  with  the  protection  and  management  of  Missouri's  fish,  forest,  and 
wildlife  resources.  In  the  brief  time  since  the  settlement  of  Missouri,  many  plants  and  animals  have  declined  to 
levels  of  concern  and  some  have  disappeared  entirely.  The  species  cataloged  in  this  checklist  represent  1 8  percent 
of  the  native  vascular  plants,  14  percent  of  the  nonvascular  plants  and  28  percent  of  the  vertebrate  animals  in 
Missouri.  Together,  the  animals,  plants,  and  natural  communities  represent  Missouri's  biological  diversity — a 
heritage  worth  protecting. 

The  Department  maintains  two  references  relating  to  the  status  of  listed  plants  and  animals  in  Missouri;  the 
Missouri  Species  and  Communities  of  Conservation  Concern  Checklist  and  the  Wildlife  Code  of  Missouri.  The 
Missouri  Species  and  Communities  of  Conservation  Concern  Checklist  is  utilized  mostly  for  planning  and 
communication  purposes;  however,  native  invertebrate  species  listed  herein  have  legal  protection  under  the 
Wildlife  Code.  These  native  invertebrates  may  only  be  collected  and  held  by  holders  of  a  Wildlife 
Collector's  Permit  as  described  in  Rule  3CSR10-9.110(1)(B).  All  species  in  the  State  of  Missouri  are  protected 
as  biological  diversity  elements  unless  a  method  of  legal  harvest  or  take  is  described  in  the  Wildlife  Code.  Species 
listed  in  the  Wildlife  Code  under  3CSR10-4.1 1 1  are  protected  by  the  State  Endangered  Species  Law  252.240. 
Some  of  the  plants  and  animals  in  the  checklist  also  appear  in  the  Wildlife  Code  and  are  afforded  special  legal 
protection.  All  federally  endangered  and  threatened  plants  and  animals  are  protected  by  the  Endangered  Species 
Act  of  1 973  (ESA)  and  by  Missouri  State  Endangered  Species  Law. 


How  to  use  the  checklist 

The  checklist,  developed  with  the  cooperation  of  specialists  throughout  the  state,  is  a  list  of  plants,  animals,  and 
natural  communities  the  Department  of  Conservation  is  particularly  concerned  about  due  to  population  declines  or 
apparent  vulnerability.  The  state  rank  (SRANK)  shows  the  level  of  concern  for  each  element's  continued 
existence  in  Missouri.  For  each  Element  (i.e.,  species,  subspecies  or  variety,  or  natural  community  type),  at  least  6 
basic  factors  are  considered  when  assigning  an  SRANK: 

•  the  estimated  number  of  Element  Occurrences  (EOs)  throughout  the  Element's  state  range 

•  the  estimated  state  abundance  of  the  Element  (measured  by  population,  area,  or  stream  length) 

•  the  estimated  size  of  the  Element's  state  range 

•  the  trend  in  the  Element's  distribution  over  its  state  range 

•  the  estimated  number  of  adequately  protected  EOs  throughout  the  Element's  state  range 

•  the  degree  to  which  the  Element  is  threatened  in  the  state 

The  checklist  also  indicates,  for  each  lichen,  plant,  and  animal  Element,  information  on  the  Element's  global  rank 
(i.e.,  its  relative  rarity  or  endangerment  in  the  world).  This  is  useful  for  understanding  the  relative  rarity  or 
endangerment  of  an  Element  from  a  global  perspective,  i.e.,  beyond  state,  national,  or  regional  boundaries.  Global 
ranks  (i.e.,  GRANKS),  are  completed  by  the  Heritage/Conservation  Data  Center  personnel  and/or  NatureServe. 
For  each  Element,  the  same  six  factors  listed  above  for  SRANKS  are  considered  when  assigning  GRANKS,  but  in 
a  global  context.  Additionally,  the  fragility  or  susceptibility  of  the  Element  to  intrusion  or  disturbance  is 
considered  when  assigning  a  global  rank. 

The  Global  and  State  Ranking  System  methodology  was  developed  and  provided  by  The  Nature  Conservancy, 
Conservation  Science  Division,  in  association  with  the  Network  of  Natural  Heritage  Programs  and  Conservation 
Data  Centers.  NatureServe  2005.  NatureServe  Central  Databases.  Arlington,  Virginia.  U.S.A. 

The  checklist  is  arranged  by  broad  taxonomic  groups  (e.g.,  terrestrial  natural  communities,  flowering  plants, 
insects,  fish,  and  mammals).  Within  each  group,  species  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  their  scientific  names  and 
terrestrial  natural  communities  by  community  type.  Each  Element  is  identified  by  its  scientific  name,  common 
name,  federal  status,  state  status,  global  rank,  and  state  rank. 


TERMS  AND  DEFINITIONS 

FEDERAL  STATUS 

The  federal  status  is  derived  from  the  provisions  of  the  Endangered  Species  Act  of  1973,  as  amended, 
which  is  administered  by  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service.  Passage  of  the  Endangered  Species  Act  of 
1973  gave  the  United  States  one  of  the  most  far-reaching  laws  ever  enacted  by  any  country  to  prevent 
the  extinction  of  imperiled  animals  and  plants.  Protecting  endangered  and  threatened  species  and 
restoring  them  to  the  point  where  their  existence  is  no  longer  jeopardized  is  the  primary  objective  of  the 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Service's  Endangered  Species  Program. 

E:  Endangered:  Any  species  which  is  in  danger  of  extinction  throughout  all  or  a  significant  portion  of 
its  range. 

T:  Threatened:  Any  species  which  is  likely  to  become  endangered  within  the  foreseeable  future. 

C:  Candidate:  Plants  or  animals  which  the  Service  is  reviewing  for  possible  addition  to  the  list  of 
endangered  and  threatened  species. 

PE:  Proposed  Endangered:  Species  officially  proposed  for  listing  as  endangered;  final  ruling  not  yet 
made. 

PT:  Proposed  Threatened:  Species  officially  proposed  for  listing  as  threatened;  final  ruling  not  yet 
made. 

SAT:  Threatened  due  to  similarity  of  appearance:  Species  is  listed  for  its  protection  due  to  similarity 
of  appearance  with  another  listed  species.  Species  listed  as  SAT  are  not  biologically  threatened. 

STATE  STATUS 

Rule  3CSR1 0-4.1 1 1  of  the  Wildlife  Code  of  Missouri  and  certain  state  statutes  apply  to  state  Code  listed 
species. 

E:  Endangered:  Determined  by  the  Department  of  Conservation  under  constitutional  authority. 

GLOBAL  RANK 

A  numeric  rank  (Gl  through  G5)  of  relative  endangerment  based  primarily  on  the  number  of 
occurrences  of  the  Element  (i.e.,  species,  subspecies,  or  variety)  globally.  Other  factors  in  addition  to  the 
number  of  occurrences  are  considered  when  assigning  a  rank,  so  the  numbers  of  occurrences  suggested 
for  each  numeric  rank  below  are  not  absolute  guidelines. 

Gl:  Critically  Imperiled:  Critically  imperiled  globally  because  of  extreme  rarity  or  because  of  some 
factor(s)  making  it  especially  vulnerable  to  extinction.  Typically  5  or  fewer  occurrences  or  very 
few  remaining  individuals  (<  1,000)  or  acres  (<2000)  or  linear  miles. 

G2:  Imperiled:  Imperiled  globally  because  of  rarity  or  because  of  some  factor(s)  making  it  very 
vulnerable  to  extinction  or  elimination.  Typically  6  to  20  occurrences  or  few  remaining  individuals 
(1,000  to  3,000)  or  acres  (2,000  to  10,000)  or  linear  miles  (10  to  50). 


GLOBAL  RANK  (Cont.) 

G3:  Vulnerable:  Vulnerable  globally  either  because  very  rare  and  local  throughout  its  range,  found 

only  in  a  restricted  range  (even  if  abundant  at  some  locations),  or  because  of  other  factors  making  it 

vulnerable  to  extinction  or  elimination.  Typically  21  to  100  occurrences  or  between  3,000  and  10,000 

individuals. 

G4:  Apparently  Secure:  Uncommon  but  not  rare  (although  it  may  be  rare  in  parts  of  its  range, 
particularly  on  the  periphery),  and  usually  widespread.  Apparently  not  vulnerable  in  most  of  its  range, 
but  possibly  cause  for  long-term  concern.  Typically  more  than  100  occurrences  and  more  than  10,000 
individuals. 

G5:  Secure:  Common;  widespread  and  abundant  (although  it  may  be  rare  in  parts  of  its  range, 
particularly  on  the  periphery).  Not  vulnerable  in  most  of  its  range.  Typically  with  considerably  more 
than  100  occurrences  and  more  than  10,000  individuals. 

G#G#:  Range  Rank:  A  numeric  range  rank  (e.g.,  G2G3)  is  used  to  indicate  uncertainty  about  the  exact 
status  of  a  taxon.  Ranges  cannot  skip  more  than  one  rank  (e.g.,  GU  should  be  used  rather  than  G1G4). 

GNR:  Not  Ranked:  Status  has  not  been  assessed. 

GU:  Unrankable:  Currently  unrankable  due  to  lack  of  information  or  due  to  substantially  conflicting 
information  about  status  or  trends.  Note:  Whenever  possible,  the  most  likely  rank  is  assigned  and  the 
question  mark  qualifier  is  added  (e.g.,  G2?)  to  express  uncertainty,  or  a  range  rank  (e.g.,  G2G3)  is  used 
to  delineate  the  limits  (range)  of  uncertainty. 

GH:  Possibly  Extinct/Extirpated:  Known  from  only  historical  occurrences,  but  may  nevertheless  still 
be  extant;  further  searching  needed. 

GX:  Presumed  Extinct:  Believed  to  be  extinct  throughout  its  range.  Not  located  despite  intensive 
searches  of  historical  sites  and  other  appropriate  habitat,  and  virtually  no  likelihood  that  it  will  be 
rediscovered. 

SUBRANK: 

T:  Taxonomic  Subdivision:  Rank  applies  to  a  subspecies  or  variety. 

QUALIFIERS: 

?:  Inexact  Numeric  Rank:  Denotes  inexact  numeric  rank.  (The  ?  is  not  used  in  combination  with  range 

ranks.) 

Q:  Questionable  Taxonomy:  Distinctiveness  of  this  entity  as  a  taxon  or  community  at  the  current  level 
is  questionable;  resolution  of  this  uncertainty  may  result  in  change  from  a  species  to  a  subspecies  or 
hybrid,  inclusion  of  this  taxon  in  another  taxon,  or  inclusion  of  this  community  within  another 
community,  with  the  resulting  Element  having  a  lower-priority  (numerically  higher)  conservation  status 
rank. 


STATE  RANK 

A  numeric  rank  (SI  through  S5)  of  relative  endangerment  based  primarily  on  the  number  of  occurrences 
of  the  Element  (i.e.,  species,  subspecies,  or  variety)  within  the  state.  Other  factors  considered  when 
assigning  a  rank  include:  abundance,  population  trends,  distribution,  number  of  protected  sites,  degree  of 
threat,  suitable  habitat  trends,  level  of  survey  effort  and  life  history.  Thus,  the  number  of  occurrences 
suggested  for  each  numeric  rank  below  are  not  absolute  guidelines.  Missouri  species  of  conservation 
concern  typically  do  not  fall  within  the  range  of  S4-S5. 

SI:  Critically  Imperiled:  Critically  imperiled  in  the  nation  or  state  because  of  extreme  rarity  or  because 
of  some  factor(s)  making  it  especially  vulnerable  to  extirpation  from  the  state.  Typically  5  or  fewer 
occurrences  or  very  few  remaining  individuals  (<1,000). 

S2:  Imperiled:  Imperiled  in  the  nation  or  state  because  of  rarity  or  because  of  some  facto r(s)  making  it 
very  vulnerable  to  extirpation  from  the  nation  or  state  (1,000  to  3,000).  Typically  6  to  20  occurrences  or 
few  remaining  individuals  (1,000  to  3,000). 

S3:  Vulnerable:  Vulnerable  in  the  nation  or  state  either  because  rare  and  uncommon,  or  found  only  in  a 
restricted  range  (even  if  abundant  at  some  locations),  or  because  of  other  factors  making  it  vulnerable  to 
extirpation.  Typically  21  to  100  occurrences  or  between  3,000  and  10,000  individuals. 

S4:  Apparently  Secure:  Uncommon  but  not  rare,  and  usually  widespread  in  the  nation  or  state. 
Possibly  of  long-term  concern.  Usually  more  than  100  occurrences  and  more  than  10,000  individuals. 

S5:  Secure:  Common,  widespread,  and  abundant  in  the  nation  or  state.  Essentially  ineradicable  under 
present  conditions.  Typically  with  considerably  more  than  100  occurrences  and  more  than  10,000 
individuals. 

S#S#:  Range  Rank:  A  numeric  range  rank  (e.g.,  S2S3)  is  used  to  indicate  the  range  of  uncertainty  about 
the  exact  status  of  the  Element.  Ranges  cannot  skip  more  than  one  rank  (e.g.,  SU  is  used  rather  than 
S1S4). 

S?:  Unranked:  Species  is  not  yet  ranked  in  the  state. 

SU:  Unrankable:  Currently  unrankable  due  to  lack  of  information  or  due  to  substantially  conflicting 
information  about  status  or  trends. 

SE:  Exotic:  An  exotic  established  in  the  state;  may  be  native  in  nearby  regions  (e.g.,  house  finch  or 
catalpa  in  eastern  U.S.) 

SA:  Accidental/Nonregular:  Accidental  or  casual  in  the  state  (i.e.,  infrequent  and  outside  usual  range). 

SP:  Potential:  Potentially  occurring  in  the  state  but  no  occurrences  reported. 

SR:  Reported:  Element  reported  in  the  state  but  without  persuasive  documentation  which  would 
provide  a  basis  for  either  accepting  or  rejecting  (e.g.,  misidentified  specimen)  the  report. 

SRF:  Reported  Falsely:  Element  erroneously  reported  in  the  state  and  the  error  has  persisted  in  the 
literature. 


STATE  RANK  (Cont.) 

SH:  Historical:  Element  occurred  historically  in  the  state,  with  expectation  that  it  may  be 

rediscovered.  May  not  have  been  verified  in  the  past  20  years  and  suspected  to  be  still  extant. 

SX:  Extirpated:  Element  is  believed  to  be  extirpated  from  the  state. 

QUALIFIERS: 

?:  Inexact  or  Uncertain:  Denotes  inexact  or  uncertain  numeric  rank.  (The  ?  qualifies  the  character 

immediately  preceding  it  in  the  SRANK.  The  ?  is  not  used  in  combination  with  range  ranks.)

MOLLUSKS 

Quadrula  cylindrica  cylindrica  (Rabbitsfoot)  was  designated  a  candidate  for  the  Federal  Endangered 
Species  List  on  November  9,  2009. 

FISH 

Cottus  sp.  cf.  carolinae  (Grotto  Sculpin)  from  S2  to  SI  based  on  their  state  endemic  status,  only  5 
known  occurrences  (cave  systems),  number  of  individuals  estimated  at  <1000,  and  degradation  of  water 
quality  in  their  cave  systems. 

Scaphirhynchus  platorynchus  (Shovelnose  Sturgeon)  from  SU  to  S4  and  a  Federal  Status  of  SAT 
(threatened  due  to  similarity  of  appearance).  The  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  has  determined  it 
necessary  to  treat  shovelnose  sturgeon  {Scaphirhynchus  platorynchus)  as  threatened  due  to  similarity  of 
appearance  to  the  endangered  pallid  sturgeon  {Scaphirhynchus  albus)  under  the  similarity  of  appearance 
provisions  of  the  Endangered  Species  Act  of  1973.  The  shovelnose  sturgeon  and  the  endangered  pallid 
sturgeon  are  difficult  to  differentiate  in  the  wild  and  inhabit  overlapping  portions  of  the  Missouri  and 
Mississippi  River  basins  in  Missouri.  Commercial  harvest  of  shovelnose  sturgeon  has  resulted  in  the 
documented  take  of  pallid  sturgeon  where  the  two  species  coexist  and  is  a  threat  to  the  pallid  sturgeon. 
Shovelnose  sturgeon  will  not  be  tracked  in  the  Missouri  Natural  Heritage  database. 

AMPHIBIANS 

Cryptobranchus  alleganiensis  bishopi  (Ozark  Hellbender)  from  federal  Candidate  to  federal  Proposed 
Endangered. 

REPTILES 

Pantherophis  vulpinus  (Western  Foxsnake)  was  delisted  from  state  endangered  because  species  is  more 
common  than  previously  believed. 

BIRDS 

Accipiter  striatus  (Sharp-shinned  Hawk)  from  S3  to  S2  due  to  a  decrease  of  reported  breeding  records  in 
recent  years. 

Aimophila  aestivalis  (Bachman's  Sparrow)  from  S2  to  SI,  due  to  lack  of  observations  in  recent  years. 

Cynus  buccinator  (Trumpeter  Swan)  from  SX  to  S 1 ,  due  to  a  recent  nesting  record  in  northwestern 
Missouri. 

Egretta  thula  (Snowy  Egret)  from  S2  to  SI,  due  to  a  decrease  in  known  breeding  locations  in  the  state. 

Grus  canadensis  (Sandhill  Crane)  from  SU  to  SI,  due  to  recent  nesting  attempts  in  Missouri. 

Laterallus  jamaicensis  (Black  Rail)  from  SI  to  SU,  reflecting  the  lack  of  overall  knowledge  about  this 
species  distribution  and  abundance  in  Missouri. 

Pandion  haliaetus  (Osprey)  from  SU  to  S2,  due  to  several  new  breeding  records  in  the  state. 


ADDITIONS 
PLANTS 

Brachythecium  salebrosum  var.  salebrosum  (A  Moss);  added  as  a  SU  species,  results  from  a  review  and 
re-determination  of  Brachythecium  collections  by  Bruce  Allen  and  Carl  Darigo. 

Bruchia  texana  (A  Moss);  added  to  the  checklist  as  a  SU  species,  overlooked  in  the  past. 

Dirca  decipiens  (Leatherwood);  was  first  described  in  2010  by  Aaron  Floden.  The  species  may  have 
been  overlooked  as  D.  palustris  and  is  therefore  currently  ranked  as  SU. 

Ditrichum  rhynchostegium  (A  Moss)  added  as  a  SU  species,  found  by  John  Atwood  in  re-determination 
of  a  MO  collection. 

Hypnum  lindbergii  var.  americanum  (A  Moss)  added  as  a  SU  species,  a  new  state  record  found  in  Iron 
County  by  Nels  Holmberg. 

Pohlia  annotina  (A  Moss);  added,  overlooked  in  the  past.  It  is  currently  ranked  as  SU. 

Polytrichumformosum  var.  densifolium  (A  Moss);  added  as  a  SU  species,  a  new  state  record  found  in 
Warren  County  by  Nels  Holmberg. 

Racomitrium  aciculare  (A  Moss);  added  as  a  SU  species,  a  new  state  record  found  in  Iron  County  by 
Nels  Holmberg. 

Riccia  austinii,  R.  beyrichiana,  R.  bifurca,  R.  cavernosa,  R.  crystallina,  R.  fluitans,  R.  frostii,  R.  hirta,  R. 
macallisteri,  R,  nigrella,  &  R.  sorocarpa  (Liverworts);  added  following  a  review  of  all  Riccia 
collections  at  MOBOT.  They  are  added  to  the  checklist  as  SU  species. 

Schoenoplectus  heterochaetus  (Great  Bulrush);  added  to  checklist  ranked  as  SU  due  to  declining 
abundance  and  only  two  documented  observations  in  the  past  20  years. 

Utricularia  minor  (Lesser  Bladderwort);  a  new  state  record  found  in  Shannon  County  by  Justin  Thomas. 
It  is  added  to  the  checklist  as  a  SI  species. 

MOLLUSKS 

Campeloma  crassulum  (Ponderosa  Campeloma)  as  SU  based  on  a  2006  collection  in  the  Elk  River  by 
Bill  Mabee. 

CRUSTACEANS 

Cambarus  ludovicianus  (Painted  Devil  Crayfish)  as  SU  based  on  the  first  Missouri  confirmation  of  this 
species  (was  previously  collected  in  1990s  and  misidentified  -  Pflieger  1996)  and  due  to  lack  of 
information  on  distribution,  life  history  and  population  sizes  within  Missouri. 

INSECTS 

Amphiagrion  saucium  (Eastern  Red  Damsel)  as  S2.  This  species  is  extremely  limited  in  its  distribution 
with  less  than  10  extant  sites.  At  least  two  sites  where  the  species  has  been  documented  in  the  past  have 
been  revisited  at  the  right  flight  time  for  adults  without  success.  Although  further  surveys  are  warranted, 
we  would  have  anticipated  more  records  of  the  eastern  red  damsel  to  have  shown  up  during  Hine's 
Emerald  surveys  had  it  been  more  common  than  the  records  indicate.

Arigomphus  maxwelli  (Bayou  Clubtail)  as  SU. 

Argia  Alberta  (Paiute  Dancer)  as  SI.  Known  from  a  single  collection  in  Clark  County. 

Lasia  purpurata  (Purple  Small-headed  Fly)  as  SU.  This  large,  conspicuous,  colorful,  long-tongued  fly, 
whose  larvae  are  internal  parasites  of  the  Missouri  tarantula,  is  known  from  only  a  handful  of  glade 
sites  in  the  Ozarks. 

Libellula  auripennis  (Golden-winged  Skimmer)  as  SU. 

Nehalennia  Irene  (Sedge  sprite)  as  SI.  This  species  is  currently  known  from  only  two  sites  in  north 
Missouri  (Clark  and  Mercer  Counties).  It  is  a  species  to  be  expected  in  other  high-quality  marsh  habitats 
but  to  date  surveys  have  failed  to  yield  additional  records. 

Pseudomasaris  occidentalis  (A  Pollen  Wasp)  as  S3. 

Somatachlora  provocans  (Treetop  Emerald)  as  S 1 . 

Stylurus  intricatus  (Brimstone  Clubtail)  as  S1S2. 

Telebasis  salva  (Desert  Firetail)  as  SU. 

Telebasis  byersi  (Duckweed  Firetail)  as  S 1 .

PLANTS 

Acaulon  muticum  var.  rufescens  (A  Moss);  removed  from  checklist,  changed  rank  from  S?  to  S3,  more 
common  than  originally  thought. 

Barbula  convoluta  var.  convolute  (A  Moss);  removed  from  the  checklist,  changed  rank  from  S?  to  S3, 
more  common  than  originally  thought. 

Brachythecium  acutum  &  B.  digastrum  (A  Moss);  removed  and  changed  rank  from  SU  to  S3,  results 
from  a  review  and  re-determination  of  Brachythecium  collections  by  Bruce  Allen  and  Carl  Darigo. 

Bruchia  flexuosa  (A  Moss);  removed  from  checklist,  changed  rank  from  S?  to  S3,  more  common  than 
originally  thought. 

Carex  laxiculmis  (Spreading  Sedge);  removed  from  the  checklist,  changed  rank  from  S2  to  S3,  more 
common  than  originally  thought. 

Fontinalis  novae-angliae  (A  Moss);  removed  from  checklist  and  changed  rank  from  SU  to  S3  due  to 
results  from  re-determination  of  all  MO  Fontinalis  collections  by  Bruce  Allen. 

Preissia  quadrata  (A  Liverwort);  removed  from  checklist,  changed  rank  from  S?  to  S3,  more  common 
than  originally  thought.

INSECTS 

Camptonotus  carolinensis  (Carolina  Leaf-roller  Camel  Cricket)  SU  to  S4,  due  to  finding  it  in  several 
places  in  the  last  couple  of  years,  including  Forest  Park. 

BIRDS 

Wilsonia  citrina  (Wilson's  Warbler)  S3  to  S4,  due  to  its  wide  distribution  in  the  Ozark  region  of  the 
state. 

MAMMALS 

Ursus  americanus  (Black  Bear)  status  change  from  S3  to  S4  is  based  on  numerous  sightings  of  females 
with  cubs  and  captures  of  females  with  cubs  in  at  least  a  60  square  mile  area  in  SW  Missouri. 
Observations  of  captured  bears  indicate  a  robust  and  healthy  population  in  the  SW  study  area,  also  some 
of  the  captured  bears  were  over  7  years  of  age  and  suggested  multiple  litters.  Public  sightings  also  have 
increased  in  recent  years  as  has  the  number  of  counties  with  reports.  Species  will  no  longer  be  tracked 
in  the  Missouri  Natural  Heritage  database  but  observations  will  continue  to  be  recorded  in  the  Missouri 
Black  Bear  database.

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TERRESTRIAL  NATURAL  COMMUNITIES 

In  addition  to  lichens,  plants,  and  animals,  the  Missouri  Natural  Heritage  Program  tracks  occurrences  of 
high  quality  natural  communities.  Terrestrial  natural  communities  are  interrelated  assemblages  of 
plants,  animals,  and  other  living  organisms  incorporated  into  their  physical  surroundings-  including 
geologic  substrate,  soils,  topography  and  aspect-  that  are  shaped  by  climate  and  other  natural  processes. 
High  quality  sites  are  ones  that  provide  diverse  assemblages  of  native  species  and  represent  the  least 
distressed  examples  of  ecosystems  that  existed  in  Missouri  prior  to  European  settlement.  These  natural 
communities  frequently  provide  the  habitat  necessary  for  Missouri's  listed  lichens,  plants,  and  animals. 
Because  the  Missouri  Department  of  Conservation  tracks  occurrences  of  high  quality  natural 
communities,  we  encourage  the  submission  of  site  information  on  natural  communities  as  we  do  for 
species  listed  in  this  Checklist. 

State  ranks  are  assigned  to  natural  communities  using  criteria  that  are  similar  to  species  SRANKs. 
(Criteria  include  total  number  of  occurrences,  number  of  occurrences  by  grade  [A-D],  total  acres, 
number  of  counties  in  which  the  community  type  occurs,  number  of  protected  occurrences,  and  threats.) 
Global  ranks  are  not  applied  to  communities  due  to  the  difficulty  in  reconciling  Missouri's  classification 
system  with  larger  scale  classifications. 

Natural  community  types  have  been  classified  using  The  Terrestrial  Natural  Communities  of  Missouri 
(Nelson,  2005).  This  classification  system  was  developed  to  accomplish  an  inventory  of  the  state's 
natural  communities,  prioritized  by  quality,  size  and  distribution,  to  help  meet  land  protection  goals. 
The  Terrestrial  Natural  Communities  tracked  in  Heritage  (high-quality  examples)  are  listed  below  with 
their  SRANKs  by  major  community  type.
